What Has Happened to Island 


of Jamaica 


Island Cables Cut Off From the 
u World—Experts Believe That 


.Some Electrical Disturbance 
Has Occurred on Floor of 
Ocean, but No 
Earthquakes 


Are Reported 


MEW YORK, Nov. 11.—It is apparent from the reports received here 


today by tlie cable companies with connections in the West Indies, that all 
tlie submarine lines throughout the islands from Jimmied on the west to 
Triudiud on the east hnve been rendered inoperative by some agency which 
up to the. present lime it lias been impossible to determine. 


Tli circumstances indicate an earthquake on the floor of the ocean, but 


to affect -the cable lines throughout, the breath of Ihe Indies such a dis- 
turbance would have to be remarkable for its 
extent and severity. No 


serious earthquakes have been reported from any seismograph station, nor 
have the meagre reports from the points on the island of Jamaica where the 
cables touch indicate nn ciirllujiiiike-un that island. It is possible, however, 
that some electrical disturbance similar to the aurora borealis will event- 
ually account for.the trouble. Jamaica has been visited by a severe storm 
with accompanying floods, and this is all that can be learned of the situ- 
ation on that island. The only islands with which telegraphic communica- 


'' tion can be had today are Cuba and Hayti and the shore station at Jamaica, 


Holland bay. 
H is equally mpossible to reach the eastern islands of the 


Indies by way of Kuropo mid Pernambnco, Brazil. 


WEATHER BUREAU WORRIED 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Wcal'iicr 


reports from Kingston, Jinn.,, whlcn the 
weolher bureau usually receives clany, 
faJlcfl to comn from tho West Indies 
sincft last Saturday, and the officials vf 
tin. service havo been without informa- 
tion regarding what has occurred there 
since that time.

The first and most essential step is to secure a new charter that will 


systematize business, fix responsibility, promote economy, encourage enter- 
prise and protect the rights and interests of Ihe people at large. We must 
promote public improvements, extend and beautify our parks, establish 
public bnths and improve the tenement property in-the congested districts. 


The, problem of efficient city government is simple after all if \vu have 


the right system and the right men to apply 
it. But 
with 
the 
wrong 


system and the wrong men to apply it, we are not likely to make much 
progress towards ideal municipal government. 


OLD 
PROPERTY 
UNPROFITABLE. 


It JK a fact, as we have repeatedly staled on previous occasions, that 


there is much tenement property in Lowell that should 
be rebuilt 
and 


modernized. Much of it is of the fire trap and unsanitary type which does 
not afford the necessary comforts or conveniences for family requirements. 


Much of this property has been allowed to remain from one generation 


to another, whereas it should long ago have been wiped out or rebuilt. The 
main obstacle to rebuilding is the high price of building material and the 
high price of labor. We admit that these 'are serious obstacles to building 
enterprises. 


However, it must be admitted that where capital is wisely invested in 


Lowell it will bring a satisfactory return. The people who hold on to the 
old dilapidated property nre losing because nowadays nobody wants an old 
building while a new one can be had. 
This alone should induce the owners 


of old property to (ear it down and rebuild or else get rid of it by selling 


to somebody who will rebuild. 


We should have a sort of renaissance, as it were, in the building line 


and one that would wipe out the old ramshackle buildings, the old tenement 
blocks and replace them by up-to-date tenements equipped with the modern 
conveniences as well as most approved methods of sanitation. 


FIRE-PROOF 
CONSTRUCTION 
OF BUILDINGS. 


The matter of fire-proof construction of buildings is 
one 
of 
great j 


importance and one that is receiving continual attention 
from 
builders | 


throughout this country. The' great loss by fire in the course of a year is ' 
a guarantee that any improvement in the line of fire-proof construction will 
be profitable. 


The latest innovation in this direction is 
fire-proof 
buildings 
con- 


structed entirely of terra cotta and designed to be fire-proof inside and out. 
The terra cotta is prepared in the form of hollow bricks and is used as (he 
basic material for walls, floors and partitions. 


This building material is devised as a substitute for lumber owing to 


the high price of the latter. 
The cost of frame dwellings of late 
has 
so 


• closely reached, the cost of masonry work that (he saving in mnintcniiiic.e 
and insurance on the fire-proof structures more than makes up 
for 
the 


difference in Ihe original cost. 
H is this economic, consideration that lins 


mused so mmiy buildings to be erected of cement blocks and latterly to 
bring about this innovation of terra cotta construction with hollow bricks. 


In the wnlls and partitions the terra colta blocks aro 'laid 
end 
on 


end, so (hut the hollow spaces form continuous chambers from top to bot- 
tom. 
These dead iiir spaces render the walls non-conductors of beat with 


the result that the liouso is cimlm- in summer and warmer in winter.

Johnson have attached, their 
Blgnatures to articles calling 
for a battle for the world's 


heavyweight championship the follow-

ing meeting. 


.The bout, 'with both In good physical 


shape, should result in one of the 
greatest battles in the history of pugil- 
ism. 
Johnson has proved. within the 


last two years that he Is to be classed

Let him do that and ho 


can collect a. fortune in exhibitions. 
His excessive weight, the accumulation 
of six years of leisure, necessitated Jef- 
fries going slow in hiswork'atthe start, 
but there Is now no such excuse. It is 
hard work he'• needs, and plenty of.lt, 
if ho wants to get In the best'possible 
condition for the fight. Nothing but a 
most thorough course of training will 
make Jeffries right for a battle with 
Johnson, and he owes it to -the public 
to be in shape to do his best. He can

injure his health. But such was not 
tho cnse, and at present Jeff is in 
splendid physical condition. 
During 


his stay abroad, In Carlsbad, he tried 
himself out over the hills for several 
weeks and found that his wind could 
be put into excellent condition. 
He 


rarely let a day go by without taking 
an eight or ten mile spin on the road 
and toward the last was.going as well 
as he ever dhJ-at any time when train- 
ing for a nght.

When Johnson meets Jeffries he will 


find a different proposition from that of 
Kctchel in front of him. The husky 
Californian is a larger man 'in every 
way than the negro. In looking over tho 
men carefully one finds that Jeff has 


than Johnson's. 
Both have danger- 


ous rights, but Jeff is the more damag- 
ing of tho two since hu aims to land it 
as "his opponent is coming to him, 
while Johnson delights in playing sale 
by holding- with hii; left and walloping 
with his. right. 
His best punch, is a 


right hand uppercut, and it is an ex- 
tremely dangerous one at that, but he 
will lind Jeffries a harder man to land 
it on than'any one he has yet faced. 
If tho battle ends in a one punch 
knockout Jeff will be .more likely to 
land tho blow than Johnson for the 
reason that he hits harder than the 
colored man. 


Johnson' will very likely make Jef- 


fries come to him most of the time, 
which wilt place tile Californian at a 
disadvantage -since lie is at his best as 
a defensive flghtor. 
When Jeff aban- 


dons ills crouch he is'easy tojand on, 
but the man who hittt him will always 
lie in danger of a return. 
That 'will 


make Johnson more cautious than 
usual, and he is noted for taking but 
few chances in a Tight. 
Jeffries Is 


naturally also very cautious,, so there 
will doubtless be rounds in which lit-' 
tlu work will bo done, but tile rail.- 
should bo hot enough to satisfy any 
one.

him.

The question has lo do with Charles 


R. Friel, now in Houlton jail awaiting 
trial on the charge of: murder. It 
is 


alleged that he shot his uncle, Jack 
Friel, through the hip on the night 
of Kov. ), inflicting a 
wound 
from 


which tho man died three days later. 
The alleged crime took place In Amity, 
so near the eastern line of the town, 
which is also the eastern line of the 
United States, that there is a question 
as to whether the shot was tired from 
British or from American soil.

Th circumstances indicate an earthquake on the floor of the ocean, but 


to affect .(be. cable lines throughout the breath of the Indies such a dis- 
turbance would have to be rcmnrknble for its extent and 
severity. No 


serious earthquakes have been reported from any seismograph station, nor 
have the meagre reports from (he points on (he island of Jamaica where the 
cables touch indicate an earthquake on that island.

'A local business man says that Lowell has attained the stage at which 


provincialism must be laid aside. 
The difficulty of casting it off causes 


some little disturbance. That, is all very true. We have oulgrown the town 
and its provincialism. We are a city of 100.000 people and we must of 
necessity advance to the methods of a large city. Hereafter we should do 
things on n metropolitan scale, not 
by piece work or by 
spasmodic 


enthusiasm but by the steady application of fixed business principles. 


The first and most essential step is to secure a new charter that will 


systematize business, fix responsibility, promote economy, encourage enter- 
prise and protect the rights and interests of the people at large. 
We must 


promote public improvements, extend and beautify our parks, establish 
public baths and improve the tenement property in the congested districts. 


The problem of efficient city government is simple after all if we have 


the right system and the right men to apply 
it. But 
with 
Ilic wrong 


system and the wrong men to apply it. we are not likely to make much 
progress towards ideal municipal government. 


OLD 
PROPERTY 
UNPROFITABLE. 


It is a fact, as we have repeatedly stated on previous occasions, that 


there is much tenement property in Lowell that should 
be rebuilt mid 


modernized. Much of it is of the fire trap and unsanitary type which does 
not afford the necessary comforts or conveniences for family requirements. 


Mucb of this property has been allowed to remain from one generation 


to another, whereas it should long ago have been wiped out or rebuilt. The 
main obstacle to rebuilding is the high price of building material and the 
high price of labor. We admit that these are serious obstacles to building 
enterprises. 


However, it must be admitted that where capital is wisely invested in 


Lowell it will bring a satisfactory return. The people who hold on to the 
old dilapidated property ore losing because nowadays nobody wants an old 
building while, a new one can be had. This alone should induce the owners 
of old property to tear it down nnd rebuild or else get rid of it by selling 
to somebody who will rebuild. 


We should have a sort of renaissance, as it were, in tlie building lino 


nnd one that would wipe out the old ramshackle buildings, the old tenement 
blocks and replace them by up-to-date tenements equipped with the modern 
conveniences as well as most approved methods of sanitation. 


FIRE-PROOF CONSTRUCTION 
OF BUILDINGS. 


The matter of flre-proof construction of buildings is 
one of 
great 


importance and one that is receiving continual attention 
from 
builders 


throughout this country. The great loss by fire in the course of a year is 
a guarantee that any improvement in tie line of flre-proof construction will 
be profitable. 


The latest innovation in this direction is flre-proof buildings con- 


structed entirely of terra cotta and designed to be fire-proof inside and out. 
The terra cotta is prepared in the form of hollow bricks and is used as the 
basic material for walls, floors and partitions. 


.Tbis building material is devised as a substitute for lumber owing to 


the high price of the latter. The cost of frame dwellings of late has 
so 


closely reached the cost of masonry work that the saving in maintenance 
and insurance on the fire-proof structures more than makes up for 
(lie 


difference in the original cost. 
11 is this economic consideration that has 


caused so many buildings to be erected of oi'innit Mucks nnd latterly to 
bring about, this innovation of terra colta construction with hollow bricks. 


In the walls nnd partitions the terra cotta blocks are 
laid 
end 
on 


end, so that the hollow spaces form continuous chambers from top to bot- 
tom. 
TlK'Kc dead air spaces render the wiills non-conductors of beat with 


the result (hut the house is cooler in summer nnd wurmer in winter. 


On a tract of land near Orange, X. J., n (irc-proni: village has been 


plnnncd to be built, entirely of term cotta. The experiment will be watched 
with interest nnd be widely followed if successful. 
This form 
of con- 


struction will lie especially desirable for beacli collages where insurance 
under present forms of i'<m*l motion JB very expensive. We wnnt to adopt 
some new form of iirc-proof construction in order to be more, fret- from the 
(lungers rcsulling from conllaRrnliims Hint oroiiMonnlly wipe out large por- 
tions of cities. 


The building departments of cities can do much to influence property 


owners in advancing to these new forms of construction.

as his opponent is coming to him, 
while Johnson delights In playing safe 
by holding with his left and walloping 
with his right. 
His best punch Is a 


right hand uppercut, and it is an .ex- 
tremely dangerous one at that, but ho 
will find.Jeffries a harder man to land 
it on than any one he has yet faced. 
If the battle ends In -a one punch 
knockout Jeff will be -more likely to 
land the blow than Johnson for the 
mason that he hits harder than tho 
colored man'. 


Johnson will very likely make Jef- 


fries como to him most of the time, 
which will place the California!! at a 
disadvantage since he is at his best as 
a defensive fighter. When Jeff aban- 
dons his crouch ho is easy to land on, 
but the man who hits him will always 
be In danger of a return. That will 
make Johnson more cautious than 
usual, and ho is noted for taking but 
few chances in a fight. Jeffries Is 
naturally also very cautious, so there 
will doubtless bo rounds in which Ht- 
tlq work will bo dono, but tho rail/ 
should be hot enough to-satisfy any 
one. .It will be real fighting, because 
the men dislike each other. 


There seems to be more' public feel- 


ing over this coming boat than over any 
that has taken place sinco the Fltz- 
sltnmons-Corbctt - contest in Carson 
City, Nov., some years a^o. There has 


been a popular demand for Jeffries to 
come out - of retirement and restore 
tho championship to the white race, 
and If he succeeds he will win popu- 
larity that will equal John L. Sulli- 
van's in the' heyday of the latter's 
glory. When at-his best Jeffries was 
not a popular fighter for the reason 
that his cautious style and great bulk 
made the spectators always favor the 
smaller man. It will be different when 
Jeffries meets'Johnson. 


In a flght to a finish or a forty-five 


round contest between these two the 
sporting world Is sure to find out 
which race is entitled to hold the pu- 
gilistic championship. 


There are many things to be con- 


sidered In.the coming fight and many 
which are in .'favor of Johnson. 
The 


six years' layoff has not helped Jeff. 
In fact, no'athlete h,as ever, como back 
to his-old. form after such a long lay 
up, and the big Callfornian Is no ex- 
ception. 
On the other hand, tho col- 


ored man has been busy acquiring the 
knack of disposing of his opponents 
skillfully. Johnson will also have the 
advantage In years. Jeffries was born 
April-15, 1S75, while the colored man 
first saw-light three years later, March 
SI, 1S7S. 


Had Jeffries continued uninterrupt- 


edly in the ring this three years' dif- 
ference in' age might not cut much c f 
a figure, but It. means a lot .under tho 
circumstances. Jeffries knows the im- 
portance of this, and tho fact that ha 
still thinks that he can beat the col- 
ored man shoivs how cheaply he holds 
him. 
He should not 'hold him too 


cheaply, for Johnson is unquestionably 
a great fighter. No one but a great 
fighter could have done what Johnson 
did to'Ketchel in that twelfth round 
of.the recent fight. 


Of course'Johnson had a great ad- 


vantage in size-and weight over Ketch- 
el and also1 caught him on a ruse in 
that final round, but that should In no 
way detract from' the credit of hij vic- 
tory. 
Kotchel .wns heralded as tho 


coming champion, and ho fought with 
a fearlessness that caused Johnson to 
exercise caution in avoiding the vicious 
blows handed-out:in every round. Yet 
ivhen tho big black man once cut loose 
FCetchel was beaten into submission by 
a few punches.

difference to the respondent, for if it 
is decided that he committed murder 
on New Brunswick soil, his death on 
the gallows appears sure, while if it Is 
found that the crime was committed 
in Maine it will be a case of imprison- 
ment 'for life. 


The question has to do with Charles 


B. Friel, now- in Houlton jail awaiting 
trial on the charge of murder. It is 


alleged that he shot his uncle, Jacl 
Friel, through the hip on the nigh 
of Nov. 1, inflicting a wound 
from 


which the man died three days later 
The alleged crime took place.in Amity 
so near the eastern line of the town 
which is. also the eastern line of the 
United States, that there la a question 
as to whether the shot was fired from 
British or from American soil. 


Should it be determined 
that

man who fired the shot was standing 
in New Brunswick and the bullet speci 
across the boundary the complicated 
question before referred to is bound to 
arise.
